These medals should be appended to gold attachments, together with six inches of very 
heavy crimson gros grain ribbon of a suitable breadth, properly fixed to the latter, so that the 
medals can be worn suspended on the breasts of the recipients. You will transmit your account, 
in duplicate, to this Office for the same.
